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PREFACE 



Richard Bum, in the preface to his The Justice of the Peace and Parish Officer, dated 
29 September 1754, wrote: ‘The author hath attempted to bring together under one general 
title, divers articles relating to the same subject, which in the common books are broken and 
detached under various separate titles; hoping thereby, that what had hitherto been thought 
introductory of confusion, may tend to render the subject more perspicuous, in exhibiting 
the whole under one comprehensive view'. Similarly, in the preface to his Precedents and 
Proceedings of the House of Commons, John Hatsell explained that The compiler has always 
been of the opinion that the easiest way of conveying to the public the very useful informa- 
tion in these voluminous collections, is to select particular Heads and Titles; and having 
brought together everything which has any reference to any of these heads, to digest the 
whole in chronological order and to publish it in a separate volume'. This selection of re- 
ports and other papers of committees and commissions etc., has a similar objective. Although 
it has not been possible ‘to bring together everything’, they have been grouped under particu- 
lar Treads and titles’ mainly in chronological order. The Journals of the House of Commons 
have been searched page by page and the papers fell naturally into the subject groups used in 
our previous volumes, with appropriate modifications and additions, i.e„ economic, social 
and constitutional questions, and matters of law and administration. The purpose, therefore, 
of this List is to make tire papers selected for the 1 8th century as accessible to the researcher, 
as our three Breviates and two Select Lists have made those for the 1 9th and 20th centuries 
and to enable him. to follow a topic throughout. Information is added to show where many 
reports printed separately are to be found. A mere reading of the List will show in hdw 
many fields of domestic policy problems which later became the subject of the great nine- 
teenth century investigations were being worked at in a less spectacular way in the eight- 
eenth; and will illustrate the part played in the process by the day-to-day activity of lo- 
calities and small groups and their petitions, as well as by the individual members of Parlia- 
ment. 
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INTRODUCTION 



Scope and Character of the List. Before the 19th century there was no uniform method of 
printing, binding, indexing and distributing the House of Commons Sessional Papers, such as 
there was from, 1801 onwards. And although it was the usual practice to preserve them after 
they had been presented, 'together with the other papers of the session’, these were stored in 
the House itself, and were destroyed in the fire in the Houses ofParliament in 1834. We have 
therefore to rely on the Journals > of the House of Commons, not only for a record of all 
the papers which came before it, but for the text of a very large number of them. The 18th 
century Journals are particularly important. After 1688 it gradually became the practice, 
which continued until 1801, to enter petitions in full, as well as very many repons. Then 
Parliament had won its major contest with the Crown; the Journal entries became fuller, 
freer and more informative, and the reports cover the larger range of problems which a grow- 
ing trading and industrial society presented to the House. This Ust includes reports from 
committees and commissions and resolutions from committees of the whole House on these 
matters. Many large questions of national policy, e.g., on foreign and colonial matters, were 
dealt with by political processes rather than by reference to Pariiairientary committees; papers 
relating to them are not included. Except in a very few cases, it does not include formal re- 

K rts on bills. An enormous number of reports are on local matters which remain purely 
:al, for example, on petitions dealing with elections, stretches of roads and rivers, bridges, 
piers, street pavings, street widenings, enclosures, powers to alter county gaols, powers to 
raise rates for local requirements, e.g. for workhouses and the better relief of the local poor, 
or to increase the watch, powers to collect small debts, etc., etc. These are not included, 
though some relevant examples are, as well as a number of reports concerning the City of 
Westminster and nearby parishes, which give a picture of loci activity in and around Parlia- 
ment. On the other hand, reports on petitions from particular localities or interests which 
raised problems of wider significance are included. Often a paper, other than a report, is in- 
cluded if it has some particular relevance to, or forms part of a series of inquiries. Of course 
no student of politics will forget that behind these reports, as well as detached consideration 
of the problems in the light of contemporary knowledge, lay political bargaining, the pres- 
sure of interests and individual ambitions in the selection of committee members and per- 
haps of evidence, and no doubt on the character of some conclusions. Nevertheless, the re- 
ports represent society’s response through Parliamentary procedures of inquiry to the prob- 
lems it had to solve. This List does not attempt to identify these pressures, or to evaluate 
their results, but tries to direct the reader to the papers and to the relation of the inquiries 
to pne another. 

From 1,688 to 1800 there are 45 very large (page size 16 1/2" x 10 1/2") volumes of 
Journals, each covering more than one year, with 600 - 1000 or more pages, with two col- 
umns to a page and in very small print. The reports arc embedded in a mass of details which 
constitute the daily record of the proceedings of the House, There are, of course, alphabeti- 
cal indexes, both in the separate volumes and consolidated ones, each covering a span of 
years, but it is time-consuming to dig out the entries which contain the information wanted 
from the innumerable small items. Certain technical difficulties in searching the Journals are 
inherent in Parliamentary procedure. Sometimes a committee is asked to report from 'time 
to time', or a report may be presented, but the consideration of it adjourned repeatedly; in 
both cases tracing the relevant entry may be troublesome. There may be several entries 
about an investigation, some merely procedural, but it is hoped that the more informative on 
the subject matter have been selected for inclusion. However, in spite of this proviso, entries

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some may consider important may have been missed. 

The reports were entered in the Journals throughout the century in a number of different 
ways, which seemed to vary according to the nature and complication of a subject, its im- 
portance controversially, and whether the issues involved national or only a particular local 
point of view, etc. Sometimes the whole report is entered, sometimes what appears to be a 
summary, sometimes just resolutions, ‘recommendations’ in modem language. A large num- 
ber of the entries in this List take up two or more Journal columns, ana in very many cases 
they are over 10. 20 or more columns. When an entry is over one quarter of a column in 
length there is usually some information on the subject of the report, and there are many of 
these. One-paragraph entries which give no more information than that a committee has been 
set up, are omitted, except where they show the sequence and extent of the papers in an in- 
vestigation. In any case, the mere knowledge that a paper existed and was presented at a cer- 
tain date may lead a searcher to other sources of information. 2 Many of these short entries 
indicate the order to print separately. 

Order to Print. In this period certain Parliamentary Papers were ordered to be printed separ- 
ately. Some light was thrown on such ‘orders’ by John Rickman in evidence before a select 
committee on Printing Done for the House. i ‘In the 18th century’ he said ‘it was always a 
matter of serious consideration whether a paper should or should not be printed, sometimes 
it was done on the recommendation of a select committee who had occasion to use the 
paper if not there was an inquiry from the Treasury bench whether the subject was of such 
parliamentary importance as to justify the expense of printing it’. 

■Parliamentary importance’ is perhaps the keyword which may help one to appreciate the 
significance of the separately printed reports before 1801, though many of these were also 
printed in the Journals. Perhaps the most outstanding duplication is of the reports on the 
State and Condition of the Woods and Forests and Land Revenues of the Crown. 

Three Main Collections of Separate Parliamentary Papers. First, the Abbot Collection 4 
comprises 1 10 volumes of original separates - Bills, Reports, Accounts and Papers, 5 together 
with a Catalogue of Papers 1731 - 1800. These Papers were in store at the time when Speak- 
er Abbot was directing the routine preservation of 19th-century papers. Secondly, a collec- 
tion was commissioned by a select committee in 1 803. This is a selection of reports arranged 
in subject order under the title Arrangement of Reports from Select Committees of the 
House of Commons 1 715 - 1800 Forming a Series of Fifteen Volumes of Reports and is 
called the First Series. 6 Thirdly, an unofficial collection, derived from private sources, is in 
the British Library Reference Division. It is especially important because it contains a var- 
iety of papers collected by individuals out of personal interest, many of which are not to be 
found in other collections. There are 27 reports in Cobbett's History of Parliament. The 
total number of different reports in these collections is not as large as appears at first sight, 
for just as there is a certain amount of duplication between the reports printed in the Jour- 
nals and those in the collections, there is a considerable duplication in the collections them- 
selves. This is understandable in the sense that a report of ‘Parliamentary importance’ or- 
dered to be printed would find its way into collections, but it means that the total number 
of papers in each collection not otherwise available, is that much smaller. Nevertheless, each 
collection is important in itself, as each contains a number of reports not to be found else- 
where. There are, however, a few entries of papers in this List which were ordered to be 
printed separately, but have not been located. An order to print a paper was sometimes made 
after its presentation, and one may miss this, even if one has the main entry, and one cannot 
always be sure that every order to print was carried out or that no papers were printed with- 
out an order.

Procedure of the House in Relation to its Reports. Although as we have seen, many ques- 
tions of high policy were not referred to committees for investigation, they had plenty of 
matters to handle. Where the issues were simple and non-controversial, or perhaps a group 
had successfully managed the House to bring matters before it direct, the House could make 
a decision without referring it to a committee. 7 In such case a searcher might know that 
there had been a petition and be unable to find a report, but would see an entry in the Jour- 
nals of a decision. For example, on a petition of the clockmakers in 17S4 the House decided 
to have a bill brought in and the entry on page 997 of the Journal runs: 

The Lords have agreed to a bill entitled An Act for the more effec- 
tual prevention of frauds and abuses committed by persons em- 
ployed in the manufacturing of clocks and watches. 

This direct way was also used for dealing with the more complicated matters where the ma- 
jority of the House were in agreement. For instance, there is no committee inquiry' on John 
Wilkes, but there are many entries in the Journals indicating what measures the House took, 
(List, p. 8). Although the Committee of Privileges in 1696 had dealt with the publication 
of proceedings (List, p. 7), the entries in the Journals in 1771 indicate the struggle the 
House had in trying to keep out reporters who were informing the public on what took place 
in debates, e.g., 



Resolved, neminc conlradicente, dial il is an indignity to, and a 
breach of privilege of Ihis House, for any person lo presume lo give, 
in written or printed newspapers, any account or minutes of the de- 
bates or other proceedings of this House, or of any committee there- 
of ... diat upon discovery of the authors, printers or publishers, of 
any such written or printed newspaper, this House will proceed 
against the offenders with utmost severity. ° 

A reading of the many entries shows that the House was not too successful in applying the 
■utmost severity'. There are no big reports on the large and increasing number of petitions 
on slavery, which for a long time were ordered to ‘lie on the table'; the conflict of interests 
and ethical principles meant that the opinion of the House was tardily moved by the abol- 
itionist campaign to give general assent to positive liberal principles. The papers selected on 
p. 58 give some indication of the way in which the House dealt with the problem. 

Committees of the Whole House. 9 Many matters of importance affecting the country as a 
whole, especially financial ones - 'supply' - were referred to committees of the whole House. 
For example. Union with Scotland (p. 17), public accounts (p. 18), customs (pp. 22), clipped 
money (p. 28), running of wool (p. 50). Although concerned with deliberation rather than 
inquiry, occasionally a committee of the whole House might hear evidence, but formally 
only from witnesses which the House had previously named. There was no report, but reso- 
lutions (recommendations) embodying decisions arrived at were formally presented at a sit- 
ting of the House and these were entered in the Journals, e.g.: 

Mr. Fairer, according to order, reported from the committee of the 
whole House, to whom it was referred to consider of the state of 
public credit of this Kingdom, the resolutions they had directed him 
to report to the House; which he read in his place, and afterwards de- 
livered in at the Clerk’s table: where the said resolutions were read 
and arc as follows; viz lu 

Then follow six resolutions and an account of which were agreed to. Sometimes there would

be only one or two resolutions, at others quite a number, but in either case they might form 
the basis of action taken, particularly in the ordering of bills. They are therefore important 
in the chain of events, especially on matters of national importance. 

Select Committees. > * A glance at the List will show that the House as a whole could not 
deal with the number and variety of matters brought to it. In the absence of something like 
the modem civil service to prepare papers, etc., reference to a select committee to investigate 
and report by the end of the session was the existing machinery available to it. If the work 
were not completed in one session the committee could be re-appointed in the following one, 
and would then present another report. Perhaps one could divide the work of these commit- 
tees into two groups; the first, where the House on its own initiative, laid down the terms of 
reference, and the other, where the House simply referred petitions etc., to the consideration 
of a select committee. Occasionally a committee’s task combined both. For example: 

Mr. Brewer reported from the committee appointed to inspect the 
laws for preventing the exportation of wool, and to whom the con- 
sideration of tire petitions of the principal gentry and freeholders 
and others, now or late inhabitants of the Cinque Ports and places 
adjacent, on behalf of themselves, and many others having estates 
near the sea coasts, within the counties of Kent and Sussex; and also 
the petition of the merchants, and elothmakers. cloth workers and 
staplers of the West Riding of the county of Yorkshire was referred; 
that they had inspected the laws and considered the other matters 
referred to them; and had come to sovera! resolutions; which they 
had directed him to report: and which he read in his place; and after- 
wards delivered in at the clerk’s table: where the same was read; and 
is as follows; viz (List p. 48) 

There is a short report with six resolutions and an account of which resolutions were accept- 
able; 



That this House docs agree with the committee in the said resolu- 
tions, so amended, that for the better execution of the present laws. 
anT preventing the frauds hitherto practiced in evasion thereof, that 
all wool shipped from Ireland to any port in England, or from one 
port to another in England, the person to whom such wool is con- 
signed, or sold, shall make a certificate of the receipt thereof, upon 
oath, before the master of the vessel shall have any return to dis- 
charge his bond. 

Then follows the order for a bill to be brought in ‘according to the said resolutions’ with this 

addition: 



Ordered that it be an instruction, that they (the members ordered to 
prepare the bill) do bring in a clause to the said bill, that such per- 
sons as shall not be able to answer the penalties, be transported to 

The second group, the select committees appointed by the House to deal with petitions, 
became by far the larger as the numbers of petitions increased during the century. A resolu- 
tion of 1647 laid it down “that this House doth declare, that it is the right of the subject to 
petition, and that it is the right of the Parliament to judge of such petitions, when they are 
presented, and that all persons are bound to acquiesce in the judgement of Parliament'. 12 
The House certainly exercised its right by letting a number Tie on the table'. Nevertheless, a 
very great number ot them were seriously considered, and it shows how far the House in its 
detailed examinations was in many cases performing functions which in the large-scale society

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of today would be dealt with by investigation and report of a central government inspector 
or by the issue of a Statutory instrument under some Act. 

A reading of the entries in the Journal brings out some important aspects of this pro- 
cedure. Petitions were concerned with a wide variety of matters, from roads, to difficulties 
of particular industries, trade practices, the wages of certain workers, the poor, etc. A peti- 
tion had to be presented by a member of the House, who would probably be the representa- 
tive for the constituency in which the problem or petition originated and on presenting it he 
would give a brief statement of its contents. If it were referred to a committee he would 
probably be member of it or 'chairman' and would present its report to the House. Wit- 
nesses might be called and the petitioners might appear personally or be legally represented. 
As we have seen, the Journal entries vary from a short summary of the purpose of the peti- 
tion and of the committee’s resolutions on it. to lengthier ones which also give a more de- 
tailed analysis of the case presented and may review the evidence. If the House were not 
satisfied it might refer it back to the committee for a further report or refer it to a commit- 
tee of the whole House. If the House accepted the report, it could order a bill to be brought 
in by the sponsoring members. Anyone reading the Journals is bound to ask how these ama- 
teur members could carry through these processes without a slip and in particular draft a bill, 
which would have the force of law; the answer is that there grew up a race of ‘Parliamentary 
lawyers’ who made it part of their professional practice to undertake for a fee the manage- 
ment of the procedure. 13 It is easy to sense when the House could not make up its mind or 
had a particularly hard problem to deal with, or when there was political bargaining going on, 
by the number of times it postponed making a decision; though of course, the postponement 
might also be due to an item being crowded off the agenda. In such cases searching can be 
quite an ardous task! There was one glaring weakness in this procedure; it is clear from some 
entries on petitions from workers that they could often afford neither personal attendance 
nor to be legally represented. 

Commissions. Commissions were either appointed by the Crown or established by Parlia- 
ment. A certain number were set up in the eighteenth century to perform particular adminis- 
trative tasks, as in the case of the Commissioners for Forfeited Estates, and after the union 
with Scotland, the Commissioners of the Equivalent. In a few cases they were established to 
carry out investigations e.g., in 1732 into charitable corporations, the most frequent being 
those appointed to ‘take, examine and state the public accounts of the Kingdom. The resol- 
utions at the committee of the whole House responsible for the commissions of 1701 and 
1702 stated: 



That the number of commissioners be seven, that no person be a 
commissioner who hath any office of profit or is accountable to Her 
Majesty, that the said commissioners be members of the House ... 
chosen by way of balloting (List, p. 1 8) 

though the 1703 committee inserted the words 'may be members of this House’. The com- 
mission of 1 780 > 4 on public accounts had the same basic terms of reference though greatly 
enlarged, and we see from the following examples from the Journals how they were entrusted 
with a very large field of investigation, how they went to work and how the House, in com- 
mittee, commented on their work. The bill setting up this commission was read for the third 
time on 22 June 1780 and by 13 November of the same year a paper was brought to the 
House in the following manner: 

The House being informed that Sir Guy Carlton, one of the commis- 
sioners for examining, taking and stating, the public accounts of the 
Kingdom, attended at the door; he was called in, at the Bar pre- 
sented to the House, pursuant to their order 15 a paper, intituled. 

The Report of the Commissioners for ...' (Here the title is repeated) 

'to the Honourable the House of Commons, in pursuant of an order 
dated 10th November. 1780', he then withdrew. (List,p.20)

Kingdom. (List, p. 20)

Redlich, describing the problems of domestic policy examined by the committees and com- 
missions of the eighteenth century, comments that ‘There was no constant scheme of re- 
forms on a large scale, there were no bills with hundreds of clauses and countless technical 
details of a contentious character. Domestic legislation for the whole period of Parliament- 
ary conservatism was confined to small alterations of the law and to special enactments' 16 . 
By contrast in this period the English were in their national policies vigorous, enterprising 
and aggressive. They had made a revolution which - albeit with some political double deal- 
ing - had changed the monarchical line and ensured that the establishment should be Prot- 
estant and Parliament the centre of power and free from the encroachment of royal preroga- 
tive. In the long struggle with France and with a much smaller population, it had made cer- 
tain that the British should rale India and be dominant in North America. Redlich's very 
different assessment of domestic policy, and the contributions to it of committees of in- 
quiry , can be understood only if these are seen in their special setting. 

The change in 1688 was more than a merely political one: it brought financial problems 
as well. Hitherto, in order to bridge the gap between war and other expenditure and the re- 
ceipt of incoming taxes, governments had recourse to short-term loans secured against the 
yield of taxes, and even lotteries for annuities. When William III had been on the Throne 
for but five years and the danger of a second restoration seemed not to be eliminated, the 
offer of the Bank of England, in return for its charter, of a permanent loan requiring no re- 
payment of capital but a guarantee of interest, opened a new era. There were doubts about 
it, not all political. Would its favourable terms divert the flow of capital from agriculture 
and trade, or would it encourage saving and investment? The plan seemed to offer many 
prospects and in due course the South Sea Company followed suit. But there was a good 
deal of naive misunderstanding of the relationship between credit and a secure economic 
base, which led to a wave of unsound ventures, speculation, gambling and to the Bubble 
crisis which gave the House a mass of work in trying to unravel. And there were naturally 
calls for the investigation and surveillance of other projects.

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The development of the Bank and banking helped to solve some of the problems of coin- 
age by providing a medium for large payments, but did not of itself do much to provide for 
Lite payment of small ones. The ratio at which silver exchanged for gold in 1717 was about 
15 1/2 to 1 . whilst on the Continent it was about IStol. It was therefore remunerative to 
export silver to obtain gold, and despite restrictions, ‘heavy' coins were picked out by deal- 
ers and taken out of circulation, whilst the old, worn, clipped or hammered coins were left 
in. Of the difficulties caused by the shortage of coins and their deficiency in weight and the 
somewhat similar troubles over copper coins - so great that sometimes employers found it 
difficult to collect enough ready money to pay wages - the many petitions and committee re- 
ports were ample evidence. 

Thirdly, the new parliamentary regime began with an inherited stock of economic ideas 
on finance and trade. Earlier, the Crown had relied on building up stocks of treasure, bul- 
lion, on the growth of customs revenue and on the prosperity of the landed classes from 
whom a considerable proportion of the revenue was obtained. In the years before and fol- 
lowing the revolution a whole generation of writers on economic affairs - Petty, Fortrey, 
Child, Barbon and others, began to dig deeper in order to discover what influenced the in- 
crease or decrease of the sources of revenue and economic strength. Petty and Davenant 
tried to give precision to the investigations by numerical analysis, ‘political arithmetic'. Was 
it sufficient if a country's exports exceeded its imports as a whole so as to leave a balance 
to be settled by bullion, or was it necessary to distinguish between separate ‘gaining’ trades 
and ‘losing’ trades? Employment had to be considered. Some imports of finished goods 
might decrease home production and employment and should be restrained, whilst some ex- 
ports might increase them. Even a ‘losing’ trade might be of value if it encouraged the build- 
ing of ships, the development of shipping and the training of seamen as an aid to national 
safety. The discussion was at its most vigorous in the long war of pamphlets over the East 
India Company, its monopoly, the rights of interlopers, its export of bullion and imports of 
goods competing with home products and its development of shipping. Save in a few cases 
these theories were not explicitly set forth in petitions on these matters, but the sum of 
them can be deduced from what the innumerable petitions asked for, and the committees 
granted or refused. Some of this confused analysis of the course and equilibrium of inter- 
national trade could not be and indeed, was not finally straightened out during the century 
until Ricardo formulated precisely the law of comparative costs. In the meantime. Parlia- 
ment embarked in detail on a whole range of interventions designed to prohibit competing 
imports, encourage the consumption of home manufactures and safeguard supplies of ma- 
terials. such as insisting that English ships in their first sailing should have a complete set of 
English sails made from English sail-cloth and at the same time subsidising the export of tar, 
pitch, hemp, masts etc. from the colonies. In the course of time, with the growth of trade 
and the mercantile interests, these ideas began to weaken. By 1765 when Sir James Steuart. 
an able and well-read Jacobite returned from exile, in his systematic Inquiry into the Princi- 
ples of Political Economy emphasised the ways in which a State might increase its wealth 
and power if guided by statesmen ready to intervene in economic processes, his book was a 
little out of tune with the times. >? Eleven years later thinking was turned into a new direc- 
tion by Adam Smith's rather disorderly but fundamental Wealth of Nations, which fastened 
on what was to become the dynamic element in the new economic system - the entrepreneur 
working in conditions of freedom. But here one must distinguish between the development 
of theory and the much slower alteration in practical policies. 

England was changing from an agricultural and mercantile society and by the end of the 
century was becoming an industrial one. At the beginning the population of England and 
Wales, only about five or six millions, was spread very thinly save for London and a few 
ports. As the century progressed it began to grow very rapidly until it was nine millions in 
1800. New areas of the country were becoming economically more significant, the relative 
importance of the different trades and industries and even of raw materials was altering, 
changes in the organisation of industry were putting powers of economic decision into the 
hands of new classes of persons. There were new problems concerning the purpose of trade, 
the regulation of industry, communications, poverty. These were accompanied by changes 
in the balance of classes and attitudes to economic and social policy. To the landed interests, 
which in its various groups had held the initiative and leadership in politics as it had in social

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position, was added such of the more influential sections of the growing mercantile classes 
as could by wealth, marriage and purchase push their way in. 

But the apparatus for dealing with these problems as they arose was in many ways de- 
centralised. The centre had little direct knowledge through its own machinery of what was 
going on in the country as a whole. On several important matters of national policy, such as 
national debt, coinage and the Bubble, the House was able to work through its committees, 
but in the many day-to-day adjustments of policy which these changes required, it had to be 
prompted by the activities of traders, manufacturers or distressed persons concerned. In lo- 
cal administration the burden fell on the County Justices - the landed gentry - whose func- 
tion in their areas included not only those of law enforcement implied in their title, but 
duties which could be regarded as administrative - the approval of the poor rates, prisons, 
looking into the combinations of masters and of men. county bridges - a range of duties so 
wide that Bum’s much needed volumes. The Justice of the Peace, which set them out, first 
issued in 1755, went through thirteen editions by 1776. A particular bench of Justices could 
occasionally start a line of policy which spread by imitation, as did that of the Speenham- 
land Justices on outdoor relief. But this was the exercise of discretion within their legal 
powers. These did not cover the whole ground or meet new needs. Over the whole field of 
policy in many matters, therefore, the initiative came from particular industries, particular 
localities, or particular persons and not from the centre; and free use was made of petitions, 
private bills and local bills and committees on them. 

The part the committees played in the development of policy therefore varied. In some 
fields their work, even if the result of the initiative of local interests, took its place in broad 
policy, for example, in fisheries where the problems of the food suppply , sea power and 
protection were involved and on the perennial problem of dealing with the demands of par- 
ticular trades to prevent competition from Ireland. In industrial affaire there were many re- 
ports on petitions concerning the prevention of frauds and abuses, regulation of standards, 
marketing and protection against imports, or encroachments on raw material supplies. Some 
of these inquiries concerned industries and trades which were already outmoded or becom- 
ing less significant in the new technological world approaching, though there were others 
which could beTegarded as tentative and exploratory. Through the century there was an 
increasing and lively interest in science and its application to technological improvement, 
which the State encouraged not only by a monopolistic and much criticised patent system, 
but by special government grants for inventing and introducing new processes. There was 
one field where the application of new techniques could not be left to itself and that was 
agriculture. It involved hundreds of petitions about inclosures of commons and wastes, 
varying from large areas to small pieces, which the new agricultural methods seemed to re- 
quire, sometimes the greed of landlords to demand. And with all the economic consequences 
and social injustices which resulted, in 1801 these procedures, which the House had tried to 
regulate by its Standing Orders, were standardised by the lnclosure Consolidation Act. 

The growth and fresh distribution of the population sometimes strained and even broke 
down the existing administrative machinery. In 1689, apart from London and its environs, 
and Bristol and Norwich each with 30,000 inhabitants, there were few towns with more than 
5,000 population. In towns where the old, narrow and corrupt oligarchies had failed to cope 
with the new problems and in new centres of population growing outside them, by the use of 
the procedure of petition and committee, many hundreds of new statutory bodies were 
created to undertake the tasks: paving commissioners, lighting commissioners, improvement 
commissioners. And in these the mercantile classes, often Dissenters and excluded from the 
older bodies, could participate actively. Similarly, the growth of trade and traffic led to 
hundreds of petitions for the establishment of turnpike trusts, which gradually fell into a 
standard pattern and were given almost identical constitutions and functions. The resolu- 
tion of the committee in 1767 that If all the general laws on highways were reduced to one 
or more acts, with proper alterations and amendments, the good thereby intended might be 
more effectually carried into execution’, was embodied in the Turnpike Act 1776. Through 
similar procedures, by piecemeal operations a usable, privately financed system of water- 
ways was built up, though sections were speculative, rash and even fanciful. The greater 
complication of property rights and of geographical and engineering conditions offered less 
scope for standardisation, but at the end of the century, the House through its Standing 
Orders tried to make the procedure more orderly. 

The familiar story of the struggle to protect particular kinds of skill from the pressure of 
the new techniques and methods of industrial organisation - especially after merchant 
clothiers began to control production through the ownership of the raw materials - and the 




right of workmen to combine to regulate their wages, comes out clearly in the reports on 
petitions throughout the century. There was an increasing number of reports on petitions of 
workmen against employers’ combinations and of masters against workmen's combinations. 
Through the century the decisions on these petitions went, some one way, and some another. 
Though combinations which aimed at enforcing laws which regulated industry were legal, in 
a number of industries combinations of workmen were forbidden. Following a committee’s 
report on a petition of master millwrights complaining of the journeymen’s combinations 
and a bill which resulted, these procedures were hastily swept aside and without any pre- 
ceding general inquiry a bill prohibiting all workmen's combinations was rushed through 
Parliament and received ‘Royal assent only twenty four days after its introduction into the 
House of Commons'. 18 

Some of the problems of the poor and their employment were not new, but such as are 
found in underdeveloped agricultural societies. The short working life of adults left large 
numbers of orphans and in towns, deserted children. The accelerated growth of population 
in the latter half of the century - with the need to find employment and house-room for it, - 
increased opportunities for some but decreased them for others. In the country-side the in- 
closure of the commons and wastes closed for some the way of escape. The official machin- 
ery was in the main based on little separate parishes supervised by county justices, whose 
policies were often harsh and assumed that the poor had only a minimum of rights. But this 
nibbling at the problem and the creation on local initiatives of larger units as Incorporated 
Guardians of the Poor, did sometimes produce experiments, some of which the later 1 834 
Royal Commission disliked. Within the current assumptions there was some constructive 
thinking going on, as shown by the Blackstone Committee of 1765, the Gilbert Committees 
of 1775 and 1776 and the various reports of provision for orphans and illegitimates. But it 
cannot be said that the current philosophy and investigations arising from limited local initia- 
tives were adequate for uncovering some of the evils or bringing forth new or fundamental 
methods for dealing with them. 

The story of the committees on prisons is a little different. Although Oglethorpe’s com- 
mittee (1729) had exposed the scandal of the Fleet and the Marshalsea. there were still 
hundreds of common gaols, houses of correction and gaols ‘owned’ by several ecclesiastical 
authorities, mostly run by poorly-paid or even unpaid gaolers who made what they could 
out of their prisoners by fees and other methods. Howard’s investigations revealed the filthy 
and insanitary condition of the prisons, which were often nests of disease, the lack of regu- 
lation, poor feeding and often cruel treatment. His principles of administration - security, 
sanitation, separation of prisoners, abolition of fees, a basic minimum of feeding and super- 
vised labour - found their way into the Act of 1779. Because it was difficult to apply to the 
numerous and diverse authorities involved, it was in many ways inoperative, though a few 
independent county justices incorporated some of the reforms in local acts. The much wider 
act of 1791 was again partly ineffective because much of it was permissive and there was no 
central, unified administration to secure its application. 

On the other hand, one of the noteworthy features of the century was the way in which 
Parliaments, elected by patronage and the purchase of seats and influenced in their operation 
by methods which did not exclude bribery, 19 nevertheless through investigations by com- 
mittees and commissions, tried in various ways to set limits to corruption in the public ser- 
vices. The attack was naturally made on specific cases of corruption regarded as particularly 
offensive or where a struggle for political power was involved, e.g., those of Whitaker. Rane- 
lagh and Marlborough. It was extended to the lack of audit control, imprest accomptants 
who so neglected their duty that they could not be trusted with public money, army debts, 
victualling procedures, frauds in the customs, and so on. It went on to the 15 reports of the 
1780 commission on Public Accounts, whose members felt that they were on so novel an 
exercise that they had no established principles or precedents to guide them. And so on to 
the thirty-six reports of the famous Abbot Committee on the Financial State of the Country. 
Of course there were struggles of rival groups for the control of patronage. It is less impor- 
tant here to ask how few or how many recommendations were implemented at each stage, 
for they led logically to those of the committee on Public Expenditure 20 that the Trea- 
sury - which had been the first to put its house in order - was constitutionally responsible

and should have powers which would enable ii to supervise other departments. The refor- 
mers thus carried the vital position and opened the way for the Treasury to achieve its domi- 
nance in administration. There was still a long way to go. but many of die principles which 
emerged - annual audit, fixed salaries, prohibition of fees and gratuities, contracts by adver- 
tisement and competition - became the basis of nineteenth-century practice.

Most of the 
petitions were concerned with undue election, corruption, bribery, double returns, etc.
